To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1943. 

Wartime  circumstances  has  produced  no  significant  change  in  the 
state  of  the  public  health  in  the  borough.  The  vital  statistics  are  satis- 
factory. There  is  no  change  in  the  birth  rate  for  the  year  as  compared 
with  that  for  1942.  The  death  rate,  while  it  shows  an  increase  from  7.9 
in  1942  to  11.2  in  1943,  is  below  that  for  the  country.  The  infant  morta- 
lity rate  has  reached  the  very  low  rate  of  19.23  as  compared  with  49  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  which  call  for  special 
comment.  It  is  extremely  pleasing  to  report  that  the  high  percentage 
of  children  protected  against  diphtheria  has  been  maintained  and  I am 
confident  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  discover  a child  in  the  borough 
who  has  not  been  immunised  by  the  family  doctor  or  through  the  local 
authoritv.

It  falls  to  my  lot  to  place  on  record  the  retirement  of  Mr.  A.  E. 
Lloyd  from  the  post  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  temporary  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  F.  S.  F.  Piper  who  took  over  the  post  in  December,  1943. 
Mr.  Lloyd  served  the  town  in  man}/  spheres  ranging  from  that  of  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  Rate  Collector.  The  work  he  carried  out  during  his  tenure 
of  office  is  best  exemplified  by  the  council  housing  schemes  which  reflects 
clearly  the  high  standard  of  social  improvement  which  was  carried  out 
under  his  supervision. 

I wish  to  record  with  gratitude  my  appreciation  of  the  support  which 
has  been  afforded  me  by  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  willing 
assistance  given  me  by  the  officers  of  the  Council.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — The  area  of  the  borough  is  1,954  acres. 

Population — The  estimated  resident  population  of  the  borough  is 
not  available  for  publication. 


Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  borough  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
was  39  as  compared  with  28  in  1942.  The  recorded  death  rate  based  on 
the  estimated  mid-year  population  was  11.29  per  1,000  of  civilian  popula- 
tion as  compared  with  the  rate  of  7.9  recorded  in  the  previous  year.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.1  so  that  the  local  death  rate  was 
0.81  less  than  the  national  rate.  The  comparability  factors  for  the 
standardisation  of  the  local  death  rate  has  not  been  available  since  1940, 
since  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths  and  movements  of 
population  have  invalidated  attempts  to  compute  the  factors.  The  local 
death  rates  together  with  comparisons  for  the  quinquennium,  1939-43, 
is  as  follows  :

Births — The  number  of  births  assigned  to  the  borough  was  52,  as 
compared  with  55  recorded  in  1942.  The  number  of  births  was  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  15.45  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  15.50  in  the 
previous  year.  The  history  of  the  birth  rate  together  with  other  vital 
statistics  for  the  period  1892-1943  is  given  in  Table  No.  5,  page  16. 
The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  the  rate  for  the  quinquennium, 
1939-43,  together  with  comparative  rates  for  the  Administrative  County 
and  England  and  Wales.

Stillbirths— Only  one  stillbirth  was  recorded.  This  is  equivalent  to 
0.29  per  1,000  of  population  or  19.38  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  per 

1.000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.5. 

Illegitimate  Births  r — Three  illegitimate  births  were  registered.  This 
is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  57.7  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with 

90.0  in  1942. 

Maternal  Deaths — One  death,  due  to  “ uraemia  : obstructed  labour 
(Caesarian  Section)  ” was  transferred  to  the  town. 

Infant  Mortality — The  rate  of  19.23  per  1,000  live  births  was  very 
satisfactory  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  36.30  recorded  in  1943.  The 
rates  for  the  town  for  1939-43  together  with  rates  for  comparison  are  :

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities — The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the 
control  and  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Samples  of  milk  are  examined  for  bacteriological  cleanliness  and 
keeping  quality  at  the  County  Council's  Laboratory. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  maintained  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  is  provided  free  to  medical  practitioners  for  use  in  the 
town. 

Ambulance  Service — Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed 
to  hospital  by  an  ambulance  maintained  by  the  Higham  Ferrers  Ambu- 
lance Committee.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Nursing  in  the  Home- — The  Higham  Ferrers  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association, 
employs  one  nurse  who  is  a Queen’s  Nurse  and  she  holds  the  Certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  is  State  Registered.  Details  of  the 
work  carried  out  during  1943  are  as  follows  :

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — There  has  been  no  change  in  the 
arrangements  described  in  1942. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Accommodation 
is  provided  by  the  East  Northamptonshire  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board 
at  their  Hospital  in  Wellingborough.  The  precept  levied  on  the  Council 
for  1943  was  £83. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply — The  supply  to  the  town  is  provided  by  the  Higham 
Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board.  The  gas  engines  and  plunger  pumps 
at  Sywell  were  scrapped  during  the  year  and  an  additional  electric  centri- 
fugal pump  installed.  During  the  year  the  supply  of  water  was 
adequately  maintained  until  December,  when  due  to  the  diminished  stock 
in  the  reservoir  at  Sywell,  a drastic  curtailment  of  the  supply  was  inevi- 
table. This  was  due  to  the  exceptionally  low  precipitation  during  two 
successive  years.  The  supply  was  being  augmented  b}^  pumping  water 
from  the  shallow  well  at  Hardwater  Crossing,  but  due  to  the  small  capacity 
of  the  pump,  it  was  very  doubtful  if  this  additional  supply  in  itself  would 
be  sufficient  to  allow  for  a constant  supply  to  the  town.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Board  were  taking  active  steps  to  further  augment  the  supply 
from  the  shallow  well.  Regular  bacteriological  examination  of  the  supply 
showed  that  the  water  invariably  fell  into  Class  I.  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  classification  for  piped  water  supplies. 

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — There  is  no  material  change 
in  the  conditions  reported  in  1942. 

Closet  Accommodation — All  houses  and  factories  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system. 

Disinfection — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  associated  with 
infectious  diseases  was  carried  out  by  liquid  disinfectants.  Steam  dis- 
infection was  carried  out  on  bedding,  etc.,  as  the  occasion  demanded  at 
the  Rushden  Urban  District  Council’s  disinfection  plant. 

Scabies — A few  cases  came  to  notice  during  the  year  but  no  action 
was  considered  necessary  under  the  terms  of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  case  of  infestation  b}^  Cimex  lectularius 
came  to  notice. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  Infestation  Order,  1943- 

No  major  infestations  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Public  Cleansing — The  collection  of  refuse  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  a satisfactor}/  manner  by  means  of  a Morris  Refuse  lorry.  The 
number  of  loads  of  house  refuse  collected  and  deposited  at  the  Meadow 
Lane  tip  was  208.  The  trade  refuse  from  the  factories  is  deposited  at  the 
Mill  Chrome  Tanning  Company’s  tip. 

The  usual  sanitary  inspections  of  premises,  etc.,  were  carried  out  by 
the  inspector. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

Housing  activities  have  virtually  ceased  for  the  duration  of  hostilities. 

Twenty-eight  houses,  which  are  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  let  under  licence,  granted  under  the 
terms  of  Regulations  68A  and  68AA  of  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations, 
1939.  The  houses  are  occupied  by  persons  who  have  had  to  seek  accom- 
modation as  the  result  of  the  exigencies  of  war.  Some  of  the  houses 
occupied  are  in  a ruinous  condition  but  the  tenants  are  making  the  best 
use  of  the  houses.  Whilst  the  position  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory, 
the  occupation  of  the  houses  makes  a useful  contribution  to  the  pressing 
demand  for  housing  accommodation. 


SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 — There  are  twelve  names  on  the  register 
of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Retailers  of  milk.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  kept  the  premises  under  supervision  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  also  carried  out  inspections. 

Milk  Supply— Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  quarterly  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  tests  of 
cleanliness  and  keeping  quality.  The  number  of  samples  examined  and 
the  results  were  as  follows  :

The  cleanliness  of  milk  depends  on  its  freedom  from  an  undue  number 
of  bacteria  and  leucocytes,  whilst  the  keeping  quality  refers  to  the  length 
of  time  the  milk  will  remain  sweet  and  free  from  tastes  and  odours  which 
will  render  it  unpalatable.  The  term  safety  is  a relative  one  since  dirty 
milk  if  free  from  disease  producing  germs  may  be  quite  safe  for  human 
consumption.  Clean  milk  is  aesthetically  desirable  as  it  keeps  longer 
and  has  a better  flavour.  So  far  as  safety  is  concerned,  no  raw  milk  can 
be  regarded  as  completely  safe  for  human  consumption.  The  only 
satisfactory  way  of  eliminating  the  danger  is  by  regularly  controlled 
pasteurisation  of  milk  and  other  forms  of  heat  treatment. 

The  milk  supplied  to  the  local  school  is  pasteurised. 

Meat  Inspection — The  meat  supply  in  the  town  is  obtained  from  a 
slaughterhouse  in  Rushden,  where  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  that  district 
carries  out  the  work  of  inspection  under  the  terms  of  the  Livestock  (Re- 
striction on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940. 
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SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox — No  cases  were  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever — A sporadic  case  was  notified  in  July.  The 
source  of  the  infection  was  not  traced  with  certainty.  Recovery  took 
place. 

Scarlet  Fever — There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  this  disease  to  twenty-one  as  compared  with  fourteen  cases  notified  in 
1942.  The  disease  was  of  mild  type  and  no  deaths  took  place. 

Diphtheria — One  case  only  was  notified  in  a boy  aged  twelve  years 
who  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  with  alum-precipitated 
toxoid.  Recovery  was  complete  but  due  to  the  unhealthy  condition  of 
the  faucial  tonsils  he  became  a temporary  carrier. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — The  estimated  number  of  children  at 
risk  who  are  immunised  is  extremely  satisfactory.  The  high  percentage 
of  children  whom  I estimated  were  immunised  raised  some  doubts  as  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  estimates.  The  Registrar-General  however  has  supplied 
certain  information  which  confirms  that  the  estimates  were  in  no  way 
exaggerated,  and  confirmed  the  returns  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
which  were  as  follows  :

The  above  estimate  speaks  volumes  for  the  voluntary  preventive 
health  work  which  can  be  accomplished  by  national  propaganda  backed 
by  local  efforts.  The  local  success  is  due  mainly  to  the  enthusiasm 
which  has  prevailed  in  the  Council  school  and  the  educational  efforts 
accomplished  by  the  local  health  visitor  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

Pneumonia — Six  cases  of  notifiable  pneumonia  were  intimated  as 
compared  with  five  in  1942.  There  were  two  deaths  ascribed  to  all  forms 
of  pneumonia. 
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Erysipelas — One  case  was  notified  in  a female  over  40  years  of  age. 
Recovery  took  place. 

Measles — The  anticipated  outbreak  took  place  in  the  town  during 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  There  were  a total  of  131  cases  with  the 
maximum  incidence  in  the  10-15  age  group.  The  infection  was  of  mild 
clinical  type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough — Thirteen  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Influenza— In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  county,  an  epidemic  of 
influenza  took  place  in  the  town  and  adjoining  district  during  December. 
No  cases  of  secondary  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified  in  the  town, 
but  three  deaths  were  ascribed  to  influenza  during  the  year.  The  infection 
was  apparently  due  to  infection  by  influenza  virus  A and  the  morbidity 
appeared  to  occur  in  persons  of  the  third  and  fourth  decades. 

Closure  of  Schools — No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the 
Elementary  Educational  Provisional  Code  1922,  Article  57. 

Tuberculosis — There  were  six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  as 
compared  with  six  in  1942.  Four  cases  had  pulmonary  manifestations 
and  two  non-pulmonary  infections.  Two  males  and  one  female  died  from 
pulmonary  infection. 

The  age  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  is  given 
in  Table  No.  4,  page  15. 

No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Tuberculosis  After-Care — The  Committee  have  continued  to  promote 
educational  and  preventive  work  in  the  town,  and  are  now  co-operating 
with  the  County  Council  in  the  administration  of  the  Government’s  allow- 
ance scheme  for  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.
